We write to follow up on requests for information regarding the origins of COVCD-l 9 that 
remain outstanding. The Department of Health and Hwnan Services (HHS) has an obligation to 
be responsive to congressional requests for information. 

Since May 2021, members of the U.S. Senate have sent letters to HHS requesting documents and 
information related to agency•s activities al!,d operations. To date, I-illS has failed to provide the 
requested infonnation. 

For this reason, we reaffinn the followi11g requests for infonnation:

5. A complete unredacted copy of Ping Chen's report on her visit to the WIV on October
